SECTION 1. 
From and after the passage 
of this Ordinance, it shall b e unlawful for any 
person or persons, firm, copartnership, associ­ 
ation or corporation, to sell, expose, or offer 
for sale, or to discharge, fire, use or set-off or 
explode any rocket, torpedo, roman candle, 
squib , firecrackers, sparkler, or other fireworks 
of any kind whatsoever, or any sub stance or 
explosive intended for py rotechnical display , 
within the limits of the Borough of I ully town, 
without first having ob tained a permit in writ­ 
ing from the Burgess of the said Borough. 


SECTION 2. 
It shall b e unlawful to fire, 
explode, shoot-off, or cause to b e fired, explod­ 
ed or shot-off any cannon, gun, rifle, revolver 
or pistol (except in defense of person or prop­ 
erty ), within the limits of the said Borough, 
without first ob taining a written permit from 
the Burgess of the Borough. 


SEC I ION 3. 
Any person, firm, copart­ 
nership, association or corporation, shall b e 
sub ject to a fine or penalty of not less than 
hive ($5.00) Dollars or more than One Hun­ 
dred ($100.00) Dollars with costs, for each 
and every offense, to b e recovered b efore the 
Burgess or any Justice of the Peace of the Bor­ 
ough, in the same manner as deb ts not exceed­ 
ing I hree Hundred Dollars are recoverab le, 
and when so recovered shall b e forthwith paid 
lo the Treasurer of the Borough, and all pro­ 
ceedings for the violation of this Ordinance 
and for the collection of the fines and penalties 
so imposed shall b e commenced b y warrant or 
b y summons at the discretion of the Burgess or 
Justice of the Peace b efore whom the proceed­ 
ings are commenced, and upon judgment b eing 
rendered against any such offender b y sum­ 
mary conviction, or b y proceedings b y sum­ 
mons, on default of the pay ment of the fine or 
penalty imposed and the costs, the defendant 
shall he sentenced and committed to the Bor­ 
ough Lockup, for a period not exceeding fiv * 
day s, or to the County Jail for a. period not 
exceeding thirty day s.
